WENT through in Committee the falt duty, Lord Cham- 
berlain’s bounty, Mr Webtter’s turpentine, and feveral other 
bills. 

Read a firft time the brewers, the brick and tiles, and feve- 
ral other bills. 

The Houfe then, in a Committee, proceeded to the further 
confideration of the Irih refolutions, the ninth of which being 
read, an amendment was propofed by Lord Derby, refpecting 
fail canvas, which was negatived without a divifion. 

Lord Stormont next propofed the following amendment, 
viz. ** Should on importation be fubject to the fame duties 
and regulations as the like goods are, or from time to time 
fhall be, fubjeét to, upon importation into Great Britain, or, 
if prohibited from being imported into Great Britain, hall in 
like manner be prohibited from deing imported into Ireland.” 
This amendment, after a very tedious converfation between 
Lords Stormont, Derby, Carlifle, and Earl Fitzwilliam, on 
one fide, and the Lord Chancellor, Lord Camden, and Lord 
Hopetoun, on the other, was rejected. The refolution in its 
original form was then put and carried. The tenth refolution 
was next read and agreed to, after a little converfation, with- 
out any alteration. —The eleventh propofition was then read, 
viz. ** That in all cafes where the duties on articles of the 
growth, product, or manufacture of either country, or different 
on the importation into the other, it is expedient that they 
fhould be reduced in the kingdom where they are higheft, to 
an amount not exceeding the amount payable in the other, fo 
that the fame fhall not be lefs than ten one-half per cent. when 
any article is charged without a duty on importation in Ireland 
of ten one-half per cent or upwards, previous to the 17th of 
May, 1782 ; and that all fuch articles {hall be exportable from 
the kingdom into which they fhall be imported as free from 
duty, as the fimilar commodities or home manufactures of the 

' fame kingdom.” In the difcufliou of this propofition a differ- 
ence of opinion took place between Lords Camden and Thur- 
low. The former aflerted that the meaning of the propofition 
was, that in the event of reciprocal importation the duties 
fhould be raifed; whereas the latter contended, that accord- 
ing to the fpirit and letter of the propofition, they fhould be 
altogether done away. This difference of opinion gave {cope 
to fome pointed remarks on the part of Lord Stormont. The 
noble Vifcount contended, thar as a difference of opinion pre- 
vailed between the two noble and learned Lords who were in 
the councils of adminiftration, and as. the meaning of the pro- 
pofition was perfectly undefined and unintelligible to thofe of 
meaner comprehention, there was every reafon for poftponing 
the confideration of it. When Fugitius and Baldus, faid he, 
difagree who hall decide the controverfy? ‘Thofe of inferior 
Wlumination mutt be left in darknefs. He therefore fupplica- 
ted delay, expatiated on the circumftances of maturity relative 
to the propofitions, obferved they were not haftily hatched, but 
were children of nine months conception, and ought therefore 
to have been accurately ftated, and obvious to the meaneft ca- 

acity. 

Lord Thurlow attempted to illuftrate his opinion. 

Lord Carlifle contended, that there was an obvious differ- 
ence between the two noble and learned Lords. They did 
not under{tand the propofition precifely in the fame light. 
What then was tobecome of thofe of inferior intelligence? 

“ When Gods meet Gods and joftle in the dark.” 

He withed, therefore, time to be given for elucidation. 

Lord Camden and Lord Thurlow each further explained, 
affecting an union of opinion. 

Lord Carliflz wifhed to know, whether the duty was to be 

. fettled ad valorem of the articles according to the rata. 

Lord Thurlow faid certainly ad valorem. 

The queftion was then put on the original propofition, which 
affed without a divifion. 

The twelfth propofition was next read, when an amend- 
ment, more fully afcertaining the countervailing duty, was pro- 
pofed by Lord Stormont. 

The original propofition, however, pafled without a divifion. 

Adjourned paft twelve o’clock. 

HOUSE or COMMONS, 
Wepnespay, July 13. 

WENT through in Committee, with amendments, the Dift 
fenters regifter bill. To be reported on the morrow.

The Houfe having then refolved itfelf into a Committee, 
purfuant ro the order of the day, on the bill for continuing the 
act for the appointment of Commiflioners to examine the Pu- 
hii«- Accwvunts, 

Lord Beauchamp rofe, and faid, that though he meant not 
to caft the fmalleft reflection upon the conduct of the Commif- 
fioners, yet, in juftification of an injured character, he mutt 
obicrve, that the feventh report conveyed an unmerited cenfure 
upon 2 moft refpectable and meritorious charaéter, he meant Sir 
Henry Clinton, againit whom the report alluded to implied an 
improvident expenditure of the public nfoney during his com- 
mand in America. Sir William Howe, Lord Cornwallis, and 
tha different Quarter-mafters employed in the fame fervice, had 
tven examined by the Commifhoners ; but Sir Henry Clinton 
h»? sot the opportunity of vindicating his conduct before the 
C muifigners, who were authorifed by Parliament to enquire 
iso. and make their report upon the fame. If it was conft- 
fteut wich the original inftitution of the Board to convey cen- 
fure anc reproach, his Lordhhip thought the Committee would 
not heti-ate to infert a claufe in the prefent bill to enable them 
to revoke an adjudication which had refulted from want of in- 
formation ; the Commiflicaers, at the time of making this re- 
port, not being in pofleffion of the documents neceffiry to guide 
their judgment, as would be confeffed when he alfared the 
Houfe, that the papers rcquifite to the ju(tification of Sir Hen- 

ry Clinton, had not been tranfmitted from the Treafury till 

after the report had been made, Ln order, therefore, to yindi- 





cate Sir Henry Clinton from an undeferved refleGion, the No- 
ble Lord faid he would move to infert a claufe in the prefent 
bill, for authorifing the Commiffioners of public accounts to ex- 
amine the papers tranfmitted by Sir Heary Clinton, and to re- 
vife their feventh report. 

After a debate, in which General Burgoyne, Mr J. Ro- 
binfon, Mr.Pitt, Mr Fox, Mr Eden, Mr Rofe, Mr Yonge, 
Mr Sheridan, and Mr Grenville, took part, the motion was 
negatived. : 

In a Committee upon the Attornies Tax-bill, Mr Taylor 
brought up a claufe for exempting the clerks of the court from 
the tax, which was received, as were feyeral other amend- 
ments, and the Houfe then adjourned. 





LONDON, July 14. 

Yefterday morning advice was received at the Eaft-India 
Houfe of the fafe arrival, of the Ile of Wight, of the Befbo- 
rough and Valentine Ea(t Indiamen. ‘The Dutton was {poke 
to by a Portuguefe veflel on the 23d of May, off the Cape de 
Verds, all well. 

The military eftablifhment of the Eaft India Company is, by 
agreement with Government, to be no otherwife reduced than 
by bringing home the remainder of the regiments which were 
fent out by Government during the late war; the men are to 
be brought to England a the expence of the Company, but 
there are but few to revilit their native country, the war having 
reduced them to lefs than one-fixth of the whole number that 
landed in India. 

Several of the revenue bills, that are ready, will receive the 
Royal Affent by Commiflion, previous to his Majefty’s proro- 
guing the Parliament, which will be in the courfe of ten or 
twelve days. 

It was currently reported yefterday among the fafhionable 
circles at the weft end of the towns that the Parliament would 
in a few days be prorogued, and not adjourned. 

The fourth refplution goes to Ireland after all in its original 
fhape—and it now will be found whether the Irith Parliament 
are fo implicitly devoted to Government as they aver them to 
be. There is no doubt but that it was the intention of Mini- 
{ters to have modified that refolution, but their delign was over- 
ruled, and the determination is that the fyitem fhall pafs with 
that provifion, or not pafs at all. 

Mott of the letters from France, Germany, and Holland, 
mention, that, in confequence of the drought which has pre- 
vailed in thofe territories for feveral weeks, vegetables of all 
kinds have rifen to.a moft enormous price, and great numbers 
of fheep and cattle have perithed for want of water. 

By authentic accounts from Lyons, we are aflured, that no 
rain had fallen from 2d of May to the 3oth of June (the date 
of the advices) neither in that city or the neghbouring provin- 
ces, except during a violent thunder ftorm, which lafted fix 
hours, about the middle of June.

* Mr Grenville concurred with the Axtorney-General, but 
at the fame time obferved, that he had particularifed a// thofe 
callings that were exempted from the penalties of the bill, and 
therefore wilhed the claufe might be introduced, and leave was 
accordingly given. 

“ Mr Grenville brought up another claufe, for empowering 
manufacturers of bone face, and of Manchefter fluff, &c. to go 
from town to town, and fell thofe articles wholefale to thofe 
who might likewife fell them wholefa/e again ; and the fame 
was accepted of, and introduced accordingly. 

“© Thefe things being adjufted, Mr Pulteney attacked the 
body of the bill, and faid, that it ought to be determined, whe- 
ther the two miles, the diftance hawkers and pedlars are to 
keep from: all markets or market-towns, fhould be taken from 
the center or the skirts thereof. The Hon. Gantleman was 
— fur the center being refolved on, and moved it accord- 
ingly. 

Mr M*Cormick faid, the bill bad been brought in for the 
benefit of the fhop-keeper, bat the fpirit of the bill was likely, 
by the amendments brought in, to be completely done away. 
With refpe& to this lafl queltion, he was of opinion, that the 
skirts of the market-town fhould be the place from which the 
diftance for hawkers and pedlars to keep fhould be taken, and 
fignified his intention of taking the fenfe of the Houfe thereon.
